FBMS’ Housing’ Re- 
source Center in Quincy

that process. The legislature 
would draw up the legis- 
lative, Congressional and 
Governor’s Council districts 
first, and then local officials 
would have 30 days to fin- 
ish reprecincting.

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MA House Asian Caucus Condemns Targeting 
Of Southeast Asian . Americans For Deportation 


The House Asian Caucus 
is joined by 59 of their col- 
leagues seeking to condemn 
the disproportionate rise in 
deportations of Southeast 
Asian refugees. 

Having recently marked 
World Refugee Day, the 
House Asian Caucus is 
focused on _ spotlighting 
the unacknowledged real- 
ity of the Southeast Asian 
refugee population here in 
Massachusetts and across 
the country. Since 2017 the 
number of Southeast Asians 
who have been deported 
have increased exponen- 
tially. Cambodian Ameri- 
can deportations increased 
279% in 2018 alone. The 
Caucus stands in solidarity 
with Massachusetts’ South- 
east Asian community and 
calls on the President and 
Congress to end the policy 
of racially biased forced de- 
portations. 

“Tt is time for our federal 
government to reexamine 
the broken wheel we call 
our immigration system,” 
said Rep. Donald H. Wong 
(R-Saugus). “Racially based 
deportations are unaccept- 
able. We are all one, we 
should all be judged as hu- 
mans.” 


“Breaking up families 
and forcing legally residing 
refugees back to communist 
dictatorships where they 
are not welcome is cruel,” 
said Rep. Tackey Chan (D- 
Quincy). “Race-based de- 
portations and the usage of 
human beings as bargain- 
ing chips in international 
relations to further political 
agendas is unacceptable. 
The US government needs 
to stop these practices.” 

“As a political refugee 
who came to America when 
I was a child, I am fiercely 
opposed to the selection 
of certain Southeast Asian 
groups: for forced deporta- 
tion back to the countries 


_ they fled,” said Rep. Tram 


T. Nguyen (D-Andover). 
“These refugees survived 
war and genocide to build 
lives and raise families here 
in the U.S.; they are part 
of the American fabric and 
shouldn’t be ripped away 
from it. It’s inhumane.”

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A Message From The Quincy Fire Department: 


Fireworks Illegal In Massachusetts; 
Leave Them To The Professionals 


By QUINCY FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Once again it is time to celebrate our great nation’s inde- 
pendence. When we think of the 4th of July, one of the first 
thoughts that come to mind are fireworks! John Adams said 
it himself in a letter he wrote to Abigail after the Continental 
Congress voted in favor of independence in Philadelphia. 
“Tlluminations from one end of this continent to the other 
from this time forward forever more.” 

This belief has maintained tradition ever since. However, 
it must be conducted by professionals. Fireworks are not 
only dangerous; they are also illegal in Massachusetts for 
anyone without a professional license. The week of July 4th 
is one of the busiest times of the year for firefighters. 

The following are some facts from a report called “Fire- 
works Fire and Injuries.” According to Ahrens, M. NFPA 
(2020): “An estimated 19,500 fires started by fireworks 
were reported to local US fire departments in 2018. These 
fires caused 5 civilian deaths, 46 civilian injuries, and $105 
million in direct property damage. 


¢ Brush, grass, or forest fires accounted for three of every 
five (59 percent) of fireworks fires. 

¢ Only 9 percent of the fireworks fires were structure 
fires; but, these incidents accounted for almost all of the fire 
deaths, three-quarters (74 percent) of the fire injuries, and 
45 percent of the fire property damage. 


* More than one-quarter (28 percent) of fires started by 
fireworks in 2014—2018 were reported on the Fourth of July. 

* The Consumer Product Safety Commission (CPSC) es- 
timates that 9,100 consumer fireworks-related injuries were 
seen in US hospital emergency departments in 2018. Chil- 
dren ages 10-14 had the highest rate of fireworks injury, 
with more than one-third (36%) of the victims of fireworks 
injuries under age 15. 

* Burns accounted for 44 percent of the fireworks-related 
injuries seen in the month around July 4th.” 

Numbers do not lie when evaluating the risk verse re- 
ward in dealing with unlicensed/unsupervised fireworks. 
Even the assumed harmless sparkler, which is usually given 
to a child after it has been lit to run around the backyard of a 
cookout, can have drastic measures. Sparklers burn at 1,200 
degrees Fahrenheit and are responsible for approximately 
one-quarter of emergency room fireworks injuries. Improp- 
erly disposed sparklers can also be the cause and origin for 
house fires after being discarded in a dry mulch bed next to 
a house. 

The slightest bit of wind will accelerate a smoldering 
mulch fire making it larger and spreading to the house. 

With COVID-19 restrictions being lifted and more of us 
wanting to make up for last year’s lack of celebrating due 
to quarantine, please do it responsible, safe, and leave fire- 
works to the professionals. 


MADD: Keep July 4th Celebrations Safe, 
Never Drive Impaired By Alcohol, Other Drugs 


Mothers Against Drunk Driving (MADD) urges every- 
one to celebrate safely by planning ahead, and designating 
a non-drinking, unimpaired driver during the long Fourth of 
July holiday weekend. 

According to the National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration (NHTSA), 38% of all motor vehicle deaths 
during the 2019 July 4th holiday were alcohol related. From 
2015 to 2019, 512 drivers who were killed during the July 
4th holiday had a blood alcohol content of .08 above. 

The holiday falls on a Sunday this year, making it a long 
weekend for government employees and many businesses 
that close on Monday in observance of the federal holiday. 

“MADD is especially concerned anytime one of the holi- 
days that are known for gatherings and celebrating with al- 
cohol fall on a weekend. We want those gatherings to be 
fun, but we also want to make sure everyone gets home in 
one piece,” said MADD New England Executive Director, 
Bob Garguilg. 

Over the July 4th holiday period in 2019 (6 p.m. July 
3 - 5:59 a.m. July 8), nighttime was especially dangerous 
on America’s roads. According to NHTSA, almost 4 out of 
5 (79%) fatal traffic crashes occurred between 6 p.m.—5:59 
a.m. during the five-day period. 

Alcohol use continues to be the leading known contribut- 
ing factor in recreational boating deaths in the United States. 
In 2019, when the primary cause is known, alcohol use was 
listed as the leading factor in 23% of recreational boating 
deaths. In addition, the 2020 Operation Dry Water campaign 
from July 3 to July 5 involved 620 agencies that made 625 
impaired boating arrests, issued 8,666 citations and 28,659 
safety warnings, according to the National Association of 
State Boating Law Administrators. 

“Whether celebrations are on land or on the water this 
July 4th weekend, it’s so important that if you drink, don’t 
drive,” Garguilo said. “As the nation celebrates our inde- 
pendence and our return to normal activities, we want ev- 
eryone to stay safe and make great memories with-their fam- 
ily and friends.” 

According to NHTSA: 


* In 2019, 515 people died in motor vehicle crashes over 
the July 4th holiday period (6 p.m. July 3 - 5:59 a.m. July 
8, 2019). 38% (198) of those fatalities occurred in alcohol- 
impaired-driving crashes. 

* From 2015 to 2019, there were 1,339 drivers killed in 
motor vehicle traffic crashes over the 4th of July holiday pe- 
riod. 38% (512) of the drivers killed were alcohol-impaired 
(BAC of .08+). 

* During the 2019 July 4th holiday period, 69% of those 
who died in alcohol-impaired crashes were in a crash in- 
volving at least one driver or motorcycle operator with a 
blood alcohol concentration (BAC) at or above .15. 

* Approximately one-third of all traffic crash fatalities in 
the United States involve drunk drivers (with blood alcohol 
concentrations [BACs] at or above .08). In 2019, there were 
10,142 people killed in drunk-driving crashes. 

* Nationally, it is illegal to drive with a BAC of .08 or 
higher, except in Utah, where the limit is 05 BAC. 

* Although it’s illegal to drive when impaired by alcohol, 
in 2019, one person was killed every 52 minutes in a drunk 
driving crash on our nation’s roads. 

* Men are more likely than women to be driving drunk 
when involved in fatal crashes. In 2019, 21% of males were 
drunk, compared to 14% of females. 

* Of the traffic fatalities in 2019 among children 14 and 
younger, 19% (204) occurred in alcohol-impaired-driving 
crashes. 

* Among the 10,142 alcohol-impaired-driving fatalities 
in 2019, 68% (6,872) were in crashes in which at least one 
driver had a BAC of .15 or higher. 

* In 2019, motorcycle riders involved in fatal crashes had 
higher percentages of alcohol impairment than any other 
type of motor vehicle driver (29% for motorcycle riders, 
compared to drivers of passenger cars (20%), light trucks 
(19%), and large trucks (2%). 

* Nighttime is a particularly dangerous time to be on the 
roads: The rate of alcohol impairment among drivers in- 
volved in fatal crashes in 2019 was 3.3 times higher at night 
than during the day.

Movie Reviews: ‘The Hitman’s Wife’s Bodyguard,’ ‘Peter Rabbit 2,’ ‘Cruella’

“The Hitman’s Wife’s Bodyguard,” last weekend’s #1 
movie, was a colossal waste of my time. In the interest of 
not wasting too much of your time with my complaining, 
I’ve decided to chop down that review and offer two alter- 
natives that are much more deserving of your time, though 
they will never get a weekend to call their own. With that in 
mind, I'll get the big dud out of the way first... 

“The Hitman’s Wife’s Bodyguard” 

This movie is a poor excuse to have Ryan Reynolds, 
Samuel L. Jackson, and Salma Hayek cursing at each other 
for 99 minutes, That might sound like fun given the talent 
involved, but trust me, it gets old fast. 

Reynolds is especially grating as a wannabe bodyguard 
who’s not particularly good at anything. In 2017's “The Hit- 
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man’s Bodyguard,” he was at least competent enough to be 
a decent bodyguard except for when he was getting foiled 
by Jackson’s hitman. Here it’s hard to see why he was ever 
allowed to be a bodyguard in the first place. 

The whole thing is set against the backdrop of an action 
movie so hacky it’s on par with those direct-to-VOD mov- 
ies | was reviewing when theaters were closed last summer. 
These actors could have been doing much better projects, 
and I weep for what we might have had instead of this dreck. 

Grade: D 

Rated R for strong bloody violence throughout, perva- 
sive language, and some sexual content. Its running time is 
99 minutes. 

“Peter Rabbit 2: The Runaway” 
I watched 2018's “Peter Rabbit” in preparation for this 
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sequel, and I’m glad I did. Both movies have a nice twisted 
sense of humor, which isn’t to say that they’re so cynical 
that they’re obnoxious. 

This movie sees Peter (James Corden) and his family 
turned into storybook characters by their adoptive human 
parents (Rose Byrne and Domhnall Gleeson). Peter likes his 
newfound celebrity until he learns that he’s seen as a bully 
and a villain. This makes him want to ditch his new life en- 
tirely and pull food heists along his late father’s old thieving 
crew. But if he’s turning to a life of crime, doesn’t that make 
him the bad seed that everyone thinks, he is? 

Peter’s identity crisis isn’t particularly compelling (the 
need to learn a lesson is overpowering), but the movie hits 
the right notes in the humor and sweetness departments.

“Cruella” 

In the tradition of “Maleficent” comes Disney’s latest 
recontextualization of a classic villain. How did mischie- 
vous-but-well-meaning street urchin Estella (Emma Stone) 
become the crazed fashion mogul Cruella de Vil, a character 
so contemptable she wanted to turn 101 dalmatians into fur 
coats? 

The answer is she doesn’t. Disney would never let a 
protagonist become that unlikeable, so the movie presents 
an all-around nicer version of the character that happens to 
look kind of like Cruella and say “darling” like Cruella, but 
isn’t really Cruella. But all is not lost. While this movie fails 
as a Cruella origin story, it’s actually pretty good as a con 
artist movie. 

Cruella is out to unseat The Baroness:(Emma Thomp- 
son) as the head of the London fashion world. She and her 
cohorts Jasper (Joel Fry) and Horace (Paul Walter Hauser, 
a great under-the-radar talent) and their loyal dogs pull all 
sorts of fun pranks and heists in the name of getting Cruella 
ahead. The movie is a delight until it gets bogged down in 
exposition that I suppose was inevitable. But the movie is 
still filled with well-attended costumes, sets, and gags, so I 
give it a recommendation. 

Grade: B- 

Rated PG-13 for some violence and thematic elements 
(though I can’t think of anything in this movie that war- 
rants a PG-13 rating instead of PG). Its running time is 134 
minutes.

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47 Million Americans Traveling This Holiday Weekend 


AAA: Travel Expected To Increase 40% Compared To Last July 4 


More than. 47.7 million 
Americans will take to the 
nation’s roadways and skies 
this Independence Day (July 
1-5), as travel volumes are 
expected to nearly fully re- 
cover to pre-pandemic lev- 
els. 

In fact, this will be the 
second-highest —_Indepen- 
dence Day travel volume on 
record, trailing only 2019. 
This represents an increase 
of nearly 40% compared to 
last year, when total travel 
fell to 34.2 million. Overall, 
just 2.5% fewer Americans 
are expected to travel this 
year compared to Indepen- 
dence Day in 2019. 

Massachusetts residents 


will be joining the travel 
parade, with more than 1.3 
million planning Fourth of 
July trips, up from 964,000 
in 2020. Of that total, close 
to 1.2 million will drive, 
compared to 920,000 last 
year. 

INRIX, in collaboration 
with AAA, predicts drivers 
will experience the worst 
congestion heading into the 
holiday weekend as com- 
muters leave work early and 
mix with holiday travelers, 
coupled with the return trip 
on Monday mid-day. Bos- 
ton drivers could experience 
up to three times the usual 
volume on some roadways 
Thursday and Friday after- 


noons before the holiday. 
While all modes of trav- 
el will see increased demand 
this Independence Day, road 
trips continue to dominate 
this summer. Despite the 
highest gas prices in seven 
years, more than 91% of 
holiday travel will be by 
car. An expected 43.6 mil- 
lion Americans will drive to 
their destinations, the high- 
est on record for this holiday 
and 5% more than the previ- 
ous record set in 2019. With 
3.5 million people planning 
to fly, air travel volumes 
this Independence Day will 
reach 90% of pre-pandemic 
levels, and increase 164% 
compared to last year.

Meringue Tarts

Have egg whites at room temperature 


Beat egg whites and then add vanilla, 
cream of tarter and a dash of salt. Beat to 
soft peaks. 

Gradually add the sugar beating until 


very stiff peaks form (meringue will be 
glossy). 

Cover baking sheet with parchment pa- 
per. 

If you are going to make one tart use an 
8-inch round cake pan as a guide draw a 
cifcle on the paper. Spread meringue over 
the circle. 

If you are going to make 6 shells, make a 
circle for each serving of meringue and use 
the back of a teaspoon making the bottoms 
about | inch thick and 1 and % inches high. 

Bake at 275-degree oven for 1 hour. 

Turn off heat and let dry in oven with 
door closed for at least 2 hours. 

When done, fill with ice cream and sauce 
or fresh fruit. 

Now in the individual the steps are simi- 
lar; on a cookie sheet draw 6 circles 3 and 
1/2 inches in diameter. 

Spread each with about 3 tablespoons of 
meringue, using the back of spoon shape 
into shells forming a hollow in the center. 

Bake at 275-degree oven for 1 hour and 
repeat above steps except let dry in oven for 
1 hour instead of 2 hours.

Travelers: Prepare 
for Higher Prices 

While AAA found aver- 
age airfares have declined 
2% compared to last Inde- 
pendence Day, travelers can 
expect to find higher prices 
for hotels and car rentals as 
demand climbs. Mid-range 
hotel rates have increased 
between 32% and 35%, with 
average nightly rates rang- 
ing between $156 and $398 
for AAA Two Diamond and 
AAA Three Diamond ho- 
tels, respectively. 

Daily car rental rates have 
increased 86% compared to 
last Independence Day, top- 
ping out at $166. Consumers 
have experienced high costs 
and limited availability of 
rental cars in some markets, 
due to the chip shortage im- 
pacting auto manufacturers. 
This production delay has 
presented a domino effect as 
rental car companies work 
to increase their inventory 
of new vehicles in time to 
meet the increased demand 
for domestic road travel. 

The 43.6 million Ameri- 
cans expected to travel by 
car this Independence Day 
can expect gas prices to be 
the most expensive since 
2014 with the national aver- 
age likely to remain above 
$3 per gallon.

A Higher Benefit Now 
Because [I’m Older?

Dear Rusty: I started getting Social Security at age 62 
and I am now 77. Can I get a higher benefit now that I’m 
older? Signed: Needy Senior 

Dear Needy Senior: Probably not. When you first start 
collecting your Social Security retirement benefits (e.g., at 
age 62 or any other age) your SS benefit amount is perma- 
nently established and will change thereafter only if: 

¢ A Cost-of-Living Adjustment (COLA) is granted 
(which is usually done annually, starting with your payment 
in January of each year). There have only been 3 years in the 
last four decades that a COLA increase didn’t automatically 
occur. This year’s COLA increase was 1.3%. 

¢ You later became eligible for a higher spousal benefit 
because your husband started collecting benefits after you 
first claimed, and your benefit amount at your full retire- 
ment age (FRA) was less than 50% of your husband’s FRA 
benefit amount. 

* You later became eligible for a higher survivor benefit 
because your husband passed away and his Social Security 
benefit was more than you were receiving (you would need 
to apply separately for your survivor benefit). 

¢ You had later earnings which were higher than any of 
the 35 years over your lifetime used to originally compute 
your benefit when you first applied. Past years earnings are 
adjusted for inflation, so original earnings amounts in prior 
years are increased to today’s dollar value to see if your re- 
cent earnings are higher. 

If you are working, Social Security monitors your earn- 
ings (and your contributions through payroll taxes) every 
year to see if you are due a benefit increase and, if appro- 
priate, it is automatically given. COLA increases are also 
automatically given effective with each December’s benefit 
(paid in January) if such an increase is appropriate due to 
inflation as measured by the national Consumer Price Index. 
So, the only other possible way your current benefit could 
be increased now is if 1) you didn’t claim a spousal benefit 
when you were eligible and you are still eligible because 
your husband is still living, or, 2) your husband is now de- 
ceased, and you didn’t apply for a higher survivor benefit 
you were entitled to when he died. If either of those are 
true, then you should contact Social Security to request your 
higher benefit. ; 

You do not, however, get a benefit increase simply be- 
cause you are now older than you were when you first 
claimed Social Security. COLA will slightly increase your 
benefit automatically most years, but unless one or more 
of the other conditions above apply, your benefits won’t 
change further as you age.

The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration has filed leg- 
islation to establish a Sales 
Tax Holiday for the months 
of August and September. 
This plan aims to support

State tax revenues for 
Fiscal Year 2021 (FY21) 
continue to significantly ex- 
ceed projections, with rev- 
enues to date 14.9% above 
benchmark.

Addi- 
tionally, Massachusetts has 
been awarded significant 
federal resources since the 
start of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, including Corona- 
virus Relief Fund dollars 
through the CARES Act 
which have helped reduce 
pressure on the operating 
budget.

Tax revenues have con- 
tinued to come in at high- 
er-than-expected levels. 
The Department of Rev- 
enue June 22 certified to 
the Comptroller that a total 
of $2.3 billion in capital 
gains tax revenue has so 
far been collected in FY21. 
This figure is $947 mil- 
lion higher than the FY21 
capital gains tax collections 
threshold, meaning that un- 
der state law, $852 million 
is transferred to the Com- 
monwealth’s Stabilization 
Fund. Therefore, the Stabi- 
lization Fund balance will 
now stand at approximately 
$4.4 billion, which is higher 
than it was at the beginning 
of the pandemic and nearly 
quadruple the balance when 
the Administration took of- 
fice in 2015.

If enacted, this proposal 
would be an expansion of 
the annual sales tax-free 
weekend, which the Admin- 
istration has also officially 
designating as Aug. 14-15.

cue Plan Act in March. 

Despite the plentiful 
amount of funding available, 
and the continued voiced 
need of financial assistance 
by all parties, data from the 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
shows applicants are being 
denied due to incomplete 
documentation and property 
owners being unwilling to 
participate. Ensuring that 
all parties are informed of 
the documentation needed 
to proceed is critical to ad- 
dressing this financial bar- 
rier to housing. 

Landlords who own up 
to 20 rental properties are 
eligible to apply directly for 
rental assistance on behalf 
of tenants who qualify for 
benefits. 

Residents interested in 
seeking financial assistance 
can apply through the state’s 
Residential Assistance for 
Families in Transition pro- 
gram (RAFT), Emergency 
Rental Assistance Program 


(ERAP), and Emergency’ 


Rental and Mortgage As- 
sistance program (ERMA), 
and are urged to contact 
their regional housing agen- 
cies for eligibility informa- 
tion granted to an applicant 
varies among programs. 

When submitting an ap- 
plication, renters and land- 
lords must be able to submit 
the following: 

* I.D. for the rental prop- 
erty’s Head of Household 
with full name and date of 
birth (for example: state is-

sued driver’s license, birth 
certificate, or passport) 

¢ Proof of renter’s cur- 
rent housing (for example: a 
lease, tenancy agreement, or 
tenancy at-will form) 

* Verification of housing 
crisis, such as notice of ar- 
rears or balance ‘overdue, 
court summons, notice to 
quit, notice of eviction, or 
a letter from host if doubled 
up 

* Verification of income 

Landlords are also re- 
quired to provide the fol- 
lowing materials for appli- 
cations: 

¢ W-9 for property owner 
or authorized agent of the 
property owner 

* Proof of ownership of 
the housing unit 

ERAP applicants are ad- 
ditionally required to pro- 
vide a statement attesting to 
unemployment, decreased 
wages, or increased expens- 
es due to COVID-19. If ap- 
proved, renters are eligible 
for up to 12 months of rental 
arrears, plus an extra three 
months if funding allows 
and need is gemonstrated. 
Applicants can only apply 
for assistance with expenses 
accrued since March 13, 
2020. 

RAFT applicants are eli- 
gible for as much as $10,000 
in assistance that can be put 
toward rent or mortgage ar- 
rears or security deposits. If 
unable to qualify for RAFT 
benefits, renters and proper- 
ty Owners are encouraged to 
apply through ERMA. Like 
RAFT, ERMA recipients 
can receive up to $10,000 
in financial assistance with 
rent or mortgage arrears ac- 
crued after April 1, 2020, or 
with upcoming rent or mort- 
gage payments. 

Residents that are cur- 
rently homeless or believe 
they are on the immediate 
verge of homelessness are 
urged to contact their com- 
munity’s Family Resource 
Center (FRC) or call (866)- 
584-0653 to speak with a 
homeless coordinator.

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House Asian Caucus Condemns Targeting Of 
Southeast Asian Americans For Deportation

Itl (D-Westport). 

“No one should have to live in fear of being separated 
from their families and communities,” said Rep. Maria D. 
Robinson (D-Framingham). “Southeast Asian refugees flee- 
ing violence and genocide now face further trauma from the 
threat of removal from the United States.” 

“We are at a pivotal moment in our nation’s history to 
meaningfully acknowledge our role in horrific war and op- 
pression of our sisters and brothers from Southeast Asia 
by demanding the US government to right the wrongs of 
our deportation policy,” said Rep. Erika Uyterhoeven (D- 
Somerville). “We hope that our President and Congressional 
delegation will work with us to end targeted deportations.” 

Massachusetts is home to the sixth largest Southeast 
Asian American population in the United States. This vi- 
brant and diverse community is made up of Hmong, Lao, 
Vietnamese, Cambodian, and other ethnic minority groups, 
many of whom arrived as refugees after being displaced by 
decades of war, in particular the Vietnam War, or the Ameri- 
can War as it is known by the Southeast Asian community. 
These communities have enriched the social, cultural, and 
economic landscape of the United States and the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

In 2002, the United States established a repatriation 
agreement with Cambodia that would allow for the depor- 
tation of Cambodian refugees in the United States back to 
Cambodia. Following the Cambodian repatriation agree- 
ment, the United States established a repatriation agreement 
with Vietnam in 2008. This formalized agreement would 
facilitate the deportation of Vietnamese refugees and im- 
migrants back to Vietnam who had arrived to the United 
States after July 12, 1995. However, some categories were 
included in the Vietnam repatriation agreement to afford 
some protection to refugees from Vietnam against deporta- 
tion. In 2018, the U.S Department of Homeland Security 
tried to reinterpret the Vietnam agreement to unilaterally 
include pre-1995 refugees as eligible for deportation. This 
reinterpretation of the agreement has led to a handful of pre- 

1995 Vietnamese refugees being deported to Vietnam. Sub- 
sequently in 2020, diplomatic pressure was put on Laos to 
aceept more Laotian, Hmong, Mien, Khmu, and other eth- 
nic groups from Laos for deportation. 

Many of the people facing deportation are refugees and 
survivors from the Vietnam War, Khmer Rouge Genocide, 
and the mass carpet bombing in Laos. Upon resettlement 
to the United States through the Refugee Resettlement Pro- 
gram, they became legal permanent residents. In the pro- 
cess of resettlement, Southeast Asian refugees faced many 
struggles, including mental health issues, poverty, language 
barriers, poor school environments and over-policing. Due 
to the lack of structural support as many Southeast Asian 
refugees resettled in this country, many found themselves 
interfacing with the criminal legal system because of crimi- 
nal convictions, which led to the loss of their legal perma- 
nent status. 

Decades later, many of the community members who 
are facing deportation have since served their sentences, 
rebuilt their lives, started families, and see this country as 
their home. For many, the United States is the only home 
they have known for more than a quarter century, many hav- 
ing only lived in refugee camps and never having stepped 
foot in their country of origin. An estimated 2.7 million 
Southeast Asians live in the United States today, with at 
least 16,000 people having received final orders of depor- 
tation, including 1,900 Cambodian Americans, 4,600 Lao- 
tian Americans, including Hmong, Mien, and other ethnic 
minority communities, and 8,600 Vietnamese Americans, 
including Montagnard and other ethnic minorities. 

The House Asian Caucus and the undersigned Legisla- 
tors stand in solidarity with the Commonwealth’s Southeast 
Asian populations. We ask that President Biden and the 
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United States Congress end the policy of racially biased 
forced deportations.

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makes no reference to those 
positions. 

“There is missing pieces 
to the budget and the most 
important thing we don’t 
have, and it has to change 
going forward, is being 
transparent with the number 
of people we have work- 
ing in the city whether they 
are being paid through the 
general fund or through 
other things,’ Mahoney 
said. “Those things need to 
be more transparent other- 
wise we are just not setting 
a real budget for people to 
know how we are spending 
money.” 

Palmucci said he voted 
against the budget because 
Koch did not fund the De- 
partment of Social Justice 
and Equity that councillors 
had approved creating in 
January. The department, 
as established by ordinance, 
would consist of a single 
employee. 

“T am going to vote no, 
and it is purely because of 
the unfunded position that 
the mayor chose to ignore 
this body and many, many 
residents about,” Palmucci 
said. “That is the reason I 
am going to vote against 
this budget this year despite 
there being so many very 
positive things in it that I do 
support.” 

Councillor Noel DiBona, 
who voted to approve the 
budget, said councillors cut 
more from the budget this 
year than they have in recent 
years. He said it is important 
for the council to serve as a 
check and balance. 

“T think the tide is chang- 
ing. I think the council has 
gotten very strong as a 
group with a lot of differ- 
ent personalities. I thought 
it really shined as a group,” 
DiBona said. “I think it is 
important — the checks and 
balances of a true govern- 
ment is very important.” 

Earlier on June 24, Ma- 
honey, Palmucci and Coun- 
cil President Nina Liang 
voted against the $882,298 
budget for the mayor’s of- 
fice, which is level funded 
from the prior budget. The 
budget for the mayor’s of- 
fice does include a line item 
for a diversity and inclusion 
officer, without assigning it 
a salary. 

Palmucci and Liang said 
they voted against that bud- 
get because the Department 
of Social Justice and Equity 
was not included in Koch’s 
spending plan, while Ma- 
honey cited concerns about 
transparency. 

During the budget hear- 
ing for the mayor’s office, 
Chris Walker, Koch’s chief 
of staff, said the mayor has 
established a commission 
on diversity, inclusion and 
equity, which could recom- 
mend the department be 


funded. 


“The door hasn’t closed . 


to it. We would not have ap- 
pointed a commission in the 
middle of this discussion to 
look at these issues and re- 
ally drill down if anything is 
off the table,” Walker said. 
“I think he has been pretty 
clear about that — that noth- 
ing is off the table.” 

Ward 2 Councillor An- 
thony Andronico asked 
Walker when that com- 
mission, which Koch an- 
nounced he was forming on 
March 23, would be meet- 
ing. Andronico had cospon- 
sored a resolution on May 3 
asking for an update on the 
status of the commission. 

“I was hoping we could 
actually set a hard date, be- 
cause in times past the coun- 
cil has asked for an update 
and we were told it would 
be one or two weeks,” An- 
dronico said during the bud- 
get hearing. 

Walker said the commis- 
sion is scheduled to meet 
July 8 and an announcement 
saying who is on the com- 
mission could be coming 
this week. 

Councillors made the 
pair of cuts to the budget 
during their budget hearings 

on June 23: 

The larger of the two 
cuts made to the budget 
that night, $401,500, came 
from the park and forestry 
budget. Those funds repre- 
sent the cost of running the 
Furnace Brook Golf Club 
— which the city will take 
ownership of: in January 
2022 in accordance With a 
1970s agreement with the 
club — from January through 
June of next year. 

David Murphy, the city’s 
commissioner of natural re- 
sources, said the revenue the 
golf course generates would 
be enough to offset of the 
cost of running it. He said 
operating the club as a mu- 
nicipal course would make 
the sport more accessible to 
residents and suggested the 
course and nearby Forbes 
Hill Playground could be 
used to create a training cen- 
ter for new golfers 

“I think that golf is a 
sport that is very exclusive. 
I think if you look at the way 
the golf courses in this city 
have been run in the past, 
including this very course, 
they have. created a lot of 
barriers to entry, | think, 
to a lot of people who may 
otherwise enjoy the game or 
sport of golf,” Murphy said. 

“Adding a nine-hole golf 
course to our inventory of 
parks is really going to open 
up some opportunities for 
our residents that otherwise 


_ wouldn’t exist.” 


Running and market- 
ing the club as a municipal 
course could also bolster the 
revenue it generates from 
greens fees, he added. 

“I ‘remember as young 


Quincy resident trying to go 
up there and golf and being 
told it was a private course 
and I wouldn’t be able to 
golf,” Murphy said. “I think 
marketing Furnace Brook as 
a public course is also going 
to impact the revenue in a 
positive fashion as it relates 
to walk-up greens fees. 

“I think there is an op- 
portunity here that could ac- 
tually benefit the taxpayer.” 

Palmucci questioned 
whether the city would be 
able to manage a golf course 
and noted the matter had not 
been discussed with coun- 
cillors previously. 

“T still haven’t been per- 
suaded and convinced of the 

city’s capability to manage 
and oversee a golf course. 
We variously have been in 
the hospital business, the 
college business, it is pro- 
posed we be in the presiden- 
tial library business, and I 
am just not sold on the ex- 
pense,” Palmucci said. 

“I get it will be offset 
by revenues we expect, but 
maybe that is in.the short- 
term. In the long-term, there 
are going to be a lot of capi- 
tal needs.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain, in whose district the 
club is located, said the ad- 
ministration had not reached 
out to him about its plans for 
the site. 

“T’m a little surprised to 
see some of these things in 
here and there really hasn’t 
been much by way of neigh- 
borhood input. hope that is 
the path we are going to go 
down so we can figure out 
what is the best sort of ap- 
plication to serve the needs 
of the neighborhood,” Cain 
said. 

“T think people are under 
some impression it might be 
developable land, but it is 
nice to know the city wants 
to keep the space open. I 
value that property — I grew 
up around there and I live 
right by it now. 

“Please keep me in the 
loop or let’s engage, because 
I sort of don’t appreciate be- 
ing updated on this through 


a budget hearing.” 

Palmucci at first pro- 
posed a cut of $142,500 
from the park and forestry 
budget — equivalent to the 
salaries of several course 
employees. He said he 
wanted to have a public dis- 
cussion about the future of 
the course, rather than hurt 
the employees whose sala- 
ries would be cut. 

Cain asked that the park 
and forestry budget be put 
on hold for the night. Cain 
suggested Murphy could 
come back to the council the 
following night and provide 
additional information on 
the golf club’s finances to 
show how they would offset 
the cost of maintaining and 
running the course. 

Walker, the mayor’s chief 
of staff, said the matter was 
not time sensitive because 
the city would not be taking 
over the course until Janu- 
ary. Walker said councillors 
could remove all golf-relat- 
ed expenses from the budget 
and have the administration 
provide more information 
on the matter later this year. 

Palmucci then moved 
to cut the $401,500 for the 
course from the budget. 
Councillors agreed to do so 
in a unanimous vote. 

The second cut - 
$267,164 from a long-term 
debt line item in the budget 
— was also unanimously ap- 
proved. 

Palmucci proposed that 


- cut because he said the ad- 


ministration funded several 
positions using district-im- 
provement-financing bonds 
— a program that allows the 
city to borrow ‘money for 
Quincy Center and pay it 
back using new tax revenue 
generated in the downtown 
— despite councillors’ past 
concerns about that practice. 
He said borrowing mon- 
ey is necessary when the 
city wishes to build things 
like schools but said the city 
should not borrow money to 
pay employees’ salaries. 
“The bond is like a 
credit card — you don’t pay 
your bills with a credit card 
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unless you are in complete 
financial straits. You don’t 
pay your bills with a credit 
card — you buy something 
big you can’t afford in a 
lump sum so you can pay it 
over time,” Palmucci said. 

“Tt is fine for building a 
school, building a police 
station, an animal shelter, 
what have you, but when 
we have salaries and pay- 
roll coming off of debt, we 
are paying interest on that 
and it is very frustrating to 
me. The administration has 
continued to use the DIF 
fund...as a source of monies 
to continue to add people to 
the payroll.” 

Eric Mason, the city’s fi- 
nance director, said the city 
would have to pay off the 
debt service it owes regard- 
less of how much money is 
set aside for it in the budget. 
He said councillors might 
be asked next June to use 
surpluses in other line items 
to make up for a potential 
shortfall in the debt service 
line items. 

Councillors made one 
other adjustment to the bud- 
get on June 23, trimming a 
combined $425 from the 
Council on Aging’s line 
items for dues and mem- 
berships. Liang, the coun- 
cil president, motioned to 
cut those line items based 
on previous years’ expendi- 
tures and it was approved in 
a 6-3 vote. Andronico, Cain, 
DiBona, Mahoney and Wil- 
liam Harris joined Liang in 
voting for that cut. Palmuc- 
ci, Charles Phelan Jr. and 
David McCarthy opposed 
doing so. 

Councillors restored 
those funds during the fol- 
lowing night’s meeting. 
Harris made a motion to 
reconsider the cut, saying 
he voted for it because of 
technical difficulties. The 
motion was approved in 
a 5-4 vote; Harris and Di- 
Bona both voted to restore 
the funds after voting to cut 
them the previous night. 

Three other cuts were 
proposed during the June 23 
meeting but failed to gain

enough support. 

Palmucci proposed tak- 
ing $170,619 out of the 
municipal finance budget, 
equal to the salaries of the 
strategic asset manager and 
financial analysists posi- 
tions, because he said the 
council had not been asked 
to. approve of either of those 
jobs. 

Mason, who was promot- 
ed to the finance director’s 
role midyear, said the strate- 
gic asset manager replaced 
his former position of chief 
analysist/economist and the 
financial analyst position 
was created by reclassifying 
an administrative secretary 
position. 

That proposed cut failed 
in a 4-5 vote. Cain, Liang 
and Mahoney joined Pal- 
mucci in support of it. 

The two proposed other 
cuts both relate to a pair of 
new employees, a horticul- 
tural/laborer position and 
a handyman/laborer, who 
would be assigned to work 
solely in Quincy Center. 
Those positions each have a 
$72,000 salary split evenly 
between the park and for- 
estry budget and the public 
buildings budget. 

Mahoney first proposed 
cutting those positions in 
the park and forestry bud- 
get, but that motion failed 
in a 3-6 vote. Liang and Pal- 
mucci joined Mahoney in 
supporting that cut, 

Palmucci later proposed 
cutting the positions from 
the public buildings budget. 
That motion failed in a 3-6 
vote along the same lines. 

In addition to approv- 
ing the general fund bud- 
get, councillors on June 24 
unanimously approved the 
sewer and water enterprise 
fund budgets. Those two 
budgets are funded by sewer 
and water ratepayers. 

The sewer enterprise 
fund budget for fiscal year 
2022 is $26.53 ‘million, up 
from $25.64 million. The 
water enterprise fund budget 
will increase from $18.59 
million to $21.44 million in 
fiscal year 2022. 
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Quincy Rotary Club Ready For 98th Year 


A real highlight and fixture in the City of Quincy for 97 
years, the Quincy Rotary is still going strong. 

The Club conducted swearing-in ceremonies for Officers 
and Board/Trustees June 16 for a 98th year. The new year 
of service above self, themed “Serve to Change Lives” offi- 
cially begins July | and Rotary’s officers here and in 35,000 
clubs around the world are gearing up for another challeng- 
ing year for Rotary’s 1.2 million members.

West Middle School, and 
Ruth Whitmer, the principal 
at Lincoln-Hancock Com- 
munity School, would be 
retiring this summer. Fran- 
ceschini and Whitmer were 
both recognized during 
the June 9 meeting of the 
School Committee. 

The district would like 
to have replacements for all 
three in place by mid-Au- 
gust, Mulvey said. 

“We post for 30 days 
generally and the middle 
school and _ elementary 
school were already posted, 
I think, a week ago Friday. 
North Quincy will probably 
be posted today or tomor- 
row for 30 days,” he said 
during the interview on June 
23. 

“I am hoping that by 
Sept. 1 all three will be in 
place for the beginning of 
the school year, if not ear- 
lier. The second to last week 
of August would be ideal, 
but that is a fast timeline, 
but we are going to shoot 
for that, so they are ready 
for the school year.” 

Mulvey will ultimately 
be responsible for hiring 


the three new principals. He 
plans to put together com- 
mittees for each of the open- 
ings to vet applicants for 
those jobs. 

“They will vet all the 
candidates and they will rec- 
ommend a candidate or can- 
didates for final interviews 
with me,” he said. 

Each committee will 
include members of his 
leadership team at the dis- 
trict office, a teacher from 
the school, a member of 
the Citywide PTO and a 
member of the school PTO, 
Mulvey said. A student rep- 
resentative might also par- 
ticipate in the high school 
and middle school commit- 
tees. 

There will be no interim 
principals at the schools 
while the search for new 
principals is ongoing, Mul- 
vey said. Members of his 
leadership team will be able 
to help run the schools dur- 
ing that time. 

The superintendent said 
the ideal candidate for the 
North Quincy open would 
have experience in both 
curriculum and overseeing 


extracurricular activities, 
among other qualities. 

“Ideally our candidate 
would have extensive ex- 
perience in curriculum and 
leadership. Not only in the 
curriculum realm, but man- 
aging extracurricular activi- 
ties, athletics, because being 
a principal requires all of 
that,” Mulvey said. 

“Tt is the academic piece, 
the extracurricular piece, the 
athletic piece — being able to 
manage that and promote 
all of that, particularly for 
North Quincy, because there 
is just an excellent balance 
there right now of academ- 
ics, athletics and extracur- 
riculars. We definitely want 
to maintain that and expand 
that. That would be critical. 

“It would be ideal if they 
had excellent scheduling 
experience. The other piece 
too for a principal now is 
excellent educator evalua- 
tion skills — evaluating the 
skills of other educators to 
make sure that, particularly 
the new educators that we 
bring on, are highly quali- 
fied in all four of the stan- 
dards for ed. eval. That is 


not easy to do, and it takes 
skill. Rob was excellent at 
it so we are hoping the new 
principal will be too.” 

If possible, Mulvey said 
he would like to hire a mi- 
nority candidate for the 
opening at North. 

“We are going to post in- 
ternally and externally and 
we are going to be look- 
ing for, obviously, a highly 
qualified candidate for that 
spot,” he said “We are go- 
ing to be looking, hopefully, 
for a minority candidate 
if possible, a highly quali- 
fied minority candidate, but 
obviously they have to be 
licensed and have the requi- 
site experience and all that.” 

He would also like to 
find a minority candidate for 
the other openings at South 
West and Lincoln-Hancock. 

“We are going to poten- 
tially look for that at South 
West and Lincoln as well 
to make the principalship 
reflective of the student 
population,” Mulvey said. 
“Tt is what we are looking 
for ideally and hopefully we 
will be able to find ie — 
candidate.”

able to use their time here to 
improve their lives and set 
themselves up for success 
when they leave.

Setting people up for 
success also means provid- 
ing a stable landing pad for 
those who have completed 
their time with us.

Additionally, our edu- 
cational partnerships with 
institutions such as Mas- 
sasoit Community College 
and Quincy College help to 
promote a culture of learn- 
ing and training that keeps 
people on the right path.

A Milton man has plead- 
ed guilty and been sen- 
tenced in connection with 
running an illegal tobacco 
distribution network out of 
his home, as well as a self- 
storage facility in Randolph, 
Attorney General Maura 
Healey announced. 

James Indelicato, age 53, 
pleaded guilty on June 16 
in Suffolk Superior Court 
to tax evasion (2 counts), 


money laundering (1 count), 
and conspiracy (1 count). 
Indelicato was sentenced to 
six months in the House of 
Correction, suspended for a 
probationary period of three 
years, with the condition 
that he be barred from dis- 
tributing tobacco products 
in the Commonwealth while 
on probation. 

“This defendant orches- 
trated an intricate scheme in 


order to distribute tobacco 
illegally in various commu- 
nities in our state,” Healey 
said. “Along with our state 
partners, we were able to 
successfully dismantle this 
operation and prosecute the 
individual running it.” 

“The Illegal Tobacco 
Task Force aims to pro- 
tect Massachusetts taxpay- 
ers and prevent businesses 
from depriving the Com- 


monwealth of legitimate 
state revenue,” said DOR 
Commissioner Geoffrey E 
Snyder. “Disregard for Mas- 
sachusetts tax laws impacts 
all taxpayers, and we at the 
Department remain commit- 
ted to working closely with 
both the Attorney General’s 
Office and the Illegal Tobac- 
co Task Force.” 

Indelicato was indicted 
in October 2019 in connec- 
tion with his illegal tobacco

distribution network along 
with Paul Veneto, of Brain- 
tree, following a referral 
from the Illegal Tobacco 
Task Force. The case against 
Veneto is ongoing. 

From 2016 through 
2018, Indelicato sold to- 
bacco products that required 
taxes of over $360,000 and 
failed to pay any tax associ- 
ated with the sale and distri- 
bution of the products. In- 
delicato imported smoking 
tobacco, cigars, and smoke- 
less tobacco from distribu- 
tors in Pennsylvania and 
then sold the products via 
delivery van to retail stores 
and gas stations in Abing- 
ton, Boston, Dedham, Hol- 
brook, Quincy, Randolph, 


and Weymouth. 

Indelicato ran the scheme 
through his business, Met- 
roMax Wholesale, and was 
able to sustain it by launder- 
ing the cash paid by retailers 
to purchase more tobacco 
products. 

This case is being prose- 
cuted by Assistant Attorney 
General Edward Beagan, 
Senior Trial Counsel in AG 
Healey’s White Collar and 
Public Integrity Division 
with assistance from Finan- 
cial Investigator Anthony 
Taylor, of the AG’s Finan- 
cial Investigations Division, _

AAA: Massachusetts Gas 
Prices Up Three Cents 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up 3 cents from 
last week ($2.95), averaging 
$2.98 per gallon. Monday’s 
price is 7 cents higher than 
a month ago ($2.91), and 88 
cents higher than June 28, 
2020 ($2.10). Massachu- 
setts’s average gas price is 
11 cents lower than the na- 
tional average. 

While it is typical to see 
gas prices increase ahead of 
a holiday, especially during 
the peak summer driving 
season, pump price increas- 
es as of late have been no- 
ticeable. 

“Today, 89% of U.S. gas 
stations are selling regular 
unleaded for $2.75 or more. 
That is a stark increase over 
last July 4 when only a quar- 
ter of stations were selling 
gas for more than $2.25,” 
said Mary Maguire, AAA 
Northeast Director of Pub- 
lic and Government Affairs. 
“Road trippers will pay the 


most to fill up for the holi- 
day since 2014.” 

Crude oil, and in turn 
gas prices, are more ex- 
pensive compared to years 
past mostly due to three 
major factors: confidence 
in worldwide vaccination 
rollout, global oil demand 
spikes, and the easing of 
travel restrictions leading to 
optimism for leisure travel. 
Motorists can expect little 
relief at the pump follow- 
ing the holiday. With crude 
oil prices likely to continue 
climbing, gas prices are 
most likely to see increases 
through the end of summer. 

AAA Northeast’s June 28 
survey of fuel prices found 
the current national aver- 
age to be 2 cents higher than 
last week ($3.07), averaging 
$3.09 a gallon. Monday’s 
national average price is 5 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($3.04), and 92 cents 
higher than this day last year 
($2.17).

Figural Tin Box --- This is not 
a bookshelf full of books. It 
is an antique tin box that held 
cookies (called biscuits) in 
England about 1905. Grocery 
stores in the past were very dif- 
ferent. The use of automobiles, 
Starting about 1910, changed 
the way folks shopped. 
Before 1900, grocery shop- 
ping was done at a street where 
farmers gathered to sell their 
produce. Then the markets 
moved into large -buildings 
that rented space where farm- 
ers and customers bartered for 
food. Some farmers moved 
to residential suburbs and 
opened small grocery stores. 
They sold staples, like flour, 
Sugar and tea, as well as fresh 
food. Clerks took the order and 
packed it. 
But in 1916, the first supermar- 
ket was built in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, and customers were 
able to choose their items, put 
them in a cart and take it to a 
cashier. That led to branding 
with eye-catching packaging 
and the modern chains of gro- 
cery stores. 
Huntley & Palmer, an English 
bakery, created tin boxes by 
the 1850s to ship and sell their 
boxed cookies, called biscuits, 
so they wouldn’t get broken. 
They started making the fig- 
ural -- and now very collect- 
ible -- tins in 1894 and made 
hundreds of different shapes. 
The bookcase tin was made in 
1905.

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search for “The Moral Cost 
of Cats”). Yet owners who 
allow their cats outdoors 
often don’t think that their 
sweet, adorable Fluffy could 
be a neighborhood menace. 
That’s one reason I constant- 
ly ask owners to keep-their 
cats indoors. It’s also for the 
cats’ personal safety; they’re 
at risk of being attacked by 
bigger wildlife or other cats. 
Right now, there are two 
things you can do. First, de- 
ter cats from coming onto 
your property. Scatter a mix- 
ture of used coffee grounds, 
lemon peels and vinegar 
around the perimeter of 
the yard (pans of vinegar 
also work). Cover exposed 
ground in garden beds with 
river rock to discourage dig- 
ging. 

Second, raise awareness in 
the community. Spread the 
word about the damage cats 


_ do, and what owners can do 


to prevent it. Do this by talk- 
ing with your neighbors and 
speaking at town or HOA 
meetings. Get the word out 
so the entire community can 
address the problem.

Back in 1935, Ely and Jo Cul- 
bertson played a long challenge 
match against Hal and Dorothy 
Sims. Although it did not stir up as 
much public interest as the famous 
Lenz-Culbertson encounter two years 
earlier, the match was followed with 
great interest by most of the faithful 
in the bridge world. 

Sims, a giant of a man with a dom- 
inating personality, was one of the

But in this deal, Sims, South, met 
his match in the person of the brilliant 
but shy Jo Culbertson, who chose the 
four of spades as her opening lead 
against four hearts! 

The underlead of an ace against 
a suit contract is a practice severely 
frowned upon in expert circles. But 
Mrs. Culbertson reasoned that Sims’ 
unwillingness to play three notrump 
stemmed from a weakness in spades 
and that dummy was correspondingly 
marked with some spade strength by 
virtue of her three-notrump bid. 

So Jo, taking advantage of what 
seemed an ideal occasion in view 
of the bidding, underled the ace of 
spades. After studying the situation 
at length, Sims played low from 
dummy, hoping Mrs. Culbertson 
had led low from either the ten or the 
queen, or both. Ely won with the ten 
and returned a club to his wife’s ace, 
whereupon Jo led a low spade again! 

Sims glared at Jo for quite a while 
before finally deciding she wouldn’t 
dare underlead an ace twice against 
the likes of himself. Accordingly, he 
played the jack from dummy. Ely 
won with the queen and returned a 
spade to Jo's ace, and a scarlet-faced 
Sims went down one.

Poison Ivy? 
- Gardener Shares 
Home Remedy 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Quite 
by accident, I have found a 
home remedy for poison ivy 
and poison oak. As an avid 
gardener, I get poison ivy once 
or twice a year. I always wash 
my hands, arms and any af- 
fected area with liquid soap. 
However, this time I was out 
of soap and used a liquid de- 
tergent with a degreaser. I put 
a small amount on my arm, 
rubbed it down my arm and 
added water to wash it off. I 
have tried different detergent 
degreasers over the past sev- 
eral months, and any of them 
will work. It makes sense, be- 
cause poison ivy and oak have 
urushiol oil, and of course a 
degreaser would dissolve it 
and wash it away. I hope you 
can pass this on to your read- 
ers!. --F.C, 
ANSWER: | appreciate your 
writing, and I agree with your 
take on the issue. Poison oak, 
ivy and sumac all have the same 
irritating oil, urushiol, which is 
one of the few substances that 
can cause a severe hypersen- 
sitivity reaction the first time a 
person is exposed to it. Repeat- 
ed exposures are often worse. 
The most important advice 
on these poisonous plants is not 
to get exposed in the first place. 
That means removing it if it’s 
in your yard, if possible, and 
knowing how to recognize and 
avoid it. Protective clothing is 
essential if you must be near it. 
If you are exposed inadver- 
tently and recognize it, then re- 
moving the oil is urgent: Within 
10 minutes is best, but washing 
off will help even if it’s two 
hours after exposure. Washing 
after the rash shows up isn’t 
helpful. Warm water with soap 
or detergent is recommended, 
but don’t over-vigorously scrub, 
because damaging the skin can 
make the rash worse. The oil

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can stay under the fingernails 
and on clothing. Clean under 
the nails carefully and wash 
clothing in hot water.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I was 
receiving testosterone injec- 
tions for a diagnosed low tes- 
tosterone level (96, with the 
normal 300-720). I received 
testosterone injections for a 
number of years, as directed 
by my doctor at that time. 
Ultimately, I changed doctors 
and the new one prohibited 
the testosterone injections as 
“too dangerous to continue.” 
I objected then and am about 
to object again, since my 
symptoms in the past year 
continue to point to low tes- 
tosterone, in my mind. I have 
low energy level, low libido 
and erectile dysfunction. -- 
MJ. 

ANSWER: If a person with 
normal testosterone takes a 
large amount of extra testos- 
terone, such as athletes looking 
for a performance boost, there 
are significant risks. Scientists 
used to worry that a similar is- 
sue would be the case if a per- 
son with low testosterone took 
a replacement dose to get him 
into the normal range, but the 
fears of testosterone replace- 
ment therapy have been proven 
largely unjustified. 

Given your symptoms and 
your definite low level, ex- 
perts would agree that you are 
a good candidate for long-term 
testosterone replacement ther- 
apy. The risks and benefits are 
not known with certainty, but 
the evidence so far suggests 
no serious risks and some po- 
tential benefits on heart health 
even beyond improvement in 
symptoms. I would a suggest 
consultation with an expert on 
testosterone replacement, such 
as a urologist.
